More than Forty 'Buildings Qiuin^ 
ed at Mechan%csburg.^»»0titer 


Qamage (Do7ie. 
A Mecbanicsburgspccial lo the Phil- 
adelphia Press says: 
A fearful cyclone 
swept over this town Friday afternnon, 
wrecking 
more 
than forty 
buildintis, 
amon/i them Franklin Hall, the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, the Church of 
G o d , the National Hotel, the Overdeer 
building, the Hauck & Coinstock ma- 
chine shops, the Kaieller spoke works, 
and a vast array of barns and 
farm 
buildings on the north and scuth side 
of the borough. 


After the cyclone had 
passed 
over 
the greatest consternation and confu- 
sion ensued. 
T h e fire bells were rung 
and 
the department called out, and 
the work of saving property and 
tear- 
ing down dangerous buildings began. 
T h e damage to property is estimated 
at $100,000 and it may run up beyond 
that 
figure. 
No 
lives were lost, but 
several 
persons were 
injured, among 
them Charles Bakcr> who was struck by 
flying 
debris 
and 
knocked 
senseless 
into the gutter. 


Friday night Main street was strewn 
with debris and tin roofs, and the brok- 
en 
buildings presented a wierd 
sight. 
About 1 : 1 5 , ^ '^'g black cloud was no- 
ticed 
coming up from the southeast, 
whilst from the southwest one ol a dull 
whiteish hue rapidly advanced. 


.The wind, which had blown a hur- 
ricane since n 
o'clock, veering 
now 
from the south, then to southwest, de- 
veloped into a cyclone, which 
struck 
the town with a great whirring sound 
and terrific force. 
The downpour of 
rain which accompanied 
the cyclone 
drove people indoors and thus many 
lives were saved. 


l u an instant t^ees, limbs, timbers, 
portions of tin ror^, all manner of ob- 
jecis went Hying liroligh (he air. 
T w o 
currents of air seemed to have met, and 
an awiul whirl was the result. 
A t the 
southwest corner of the town one cur- 
rent entered, the other at the southeast. 


On Simpson street the first building 
struck was the Heige's wagon 
factory 
building, a new structure» which was 
lifted irom its foundation and 
earned 
some distance 
Then the corner prop • 
erty, at the.corner o f Locust and York 
streets was struck and badly damaged. 
The track of the cyclone tended 
to- 
ward the northeast, and the big Na- 
tional Hotel was next hit and the rool 
was sent rattling through the air like a 
thistle. 
Jumping 
across Main 
street 
the full force of the cyclone met the 
three-story Overdeer block and the top 
story 
was carried 
away. 
T h e 
third 
story of the Baer buildmg just below 
the National Hotel was blown in -i^nd

the roof carried away. 
On down Main 
; street the Storm K i n g made wreck and 
ruin. 
A t the Zug & Brindle four-slory 
brick buildings the rool was complete- 
ly taken away and lodged in the yard 
at the Hirst property. 


With tremendous force tlie M e t h o 
dist Episcopal Church was struck. 
It 
swayed; and r.oc being able to stand 
the shock, gave way and 
the 
entire 
south 
end went 
in. 
T h e organ 
was 
blown the entire length of the edifice 
and demolished. 
T h e whole structure 
is a wreck. 


Just 
across Market 
Square 
stands 
Franklin 
Hall, which suffered greatly 
on its south end, and half the roof was 
blown away. 
The 
flying 
timbers and 
bricks from the hall striking Col. Tot- 
ten's 
fine 
residence, smashed 
in 
the 
whole rear portion. 
T h e large 
brick 
columns 
standing along the front of 
the Church of God on East Main 
St. 
were 
carried away, and other serious 
damage done to the building. 


But the most complete wreck occur- 
red when the cyclone struck the Lease 
Building on 
the corner ol Ar^h and 
M a i n streets. 
The third and 
second 
stories of tins large brick structure were 
carried away like corn husks and land- 
ed on the two'Story brick residence of 
Christian 
Long, 
almost 
razing 
that 
building to the ground. 


A t the time the L o n g house Hceiv- 
ed the awlul shower of Dricksand luaj' 
ber, Mrs. L o n g was in the parlor and

DAMAGE DONE A T OTHER PLACES. 
A Carlisle special says: Another cy 
clone swept over Cumberland 
Vt'lev 
at I p. m., Friday, and the destruction 
of property is great. 
The storm came 
up Irorn the south, and 
Shippensburp 
was the first lo snffer. 
There the round 
house of the Western Maryland 
Rail- 
road was demolished, the end oi the 
Cumberland Valley warehouse crushed 
in and the roof swept from the overall 
factory. 
In the country a brick school- 
house was wrecked. 
A t Ktrrsville a 
freight car was blown from the track 
and down an embankment. 
When the 
storm struck Carlisle the rain poured 
in torrents and the wind 
drove with 
such force that for a time it was im- 
possible for passengers to go from the 
depot to the train standing in front of 
the building. 
A 
new two-story brick 
building north of town was demolished, 
the frame work of two new buildings 
on North Bedford street was levelled, 
and a vast amount of other 
d i m a g e 
was done. 


Adam Spangler, in Manchester tp., 
Y o r k county, was 
considerabb 
ol 
a 
sufferer by 
the storm 
Friday. 
His 
blacksmith bhop, a building -24x40 feet 
was moved off the foundations, the ga- 
ble end knocked in and 
the 
buildmg 
otherwise 
damaged 
by a tree falling 
upon it. 
Another building had 
part 
of the roof blown off, a straw stack was 
blown 
over 
and 
the straw scattered 
about. 
T h t n 
a blast struck 
the bay 
window oi hJs house, broke the 
glass 
and 
damaged 
the pap»r on a newly 
papered wall. 
Trees, fences and out- 
buildings unroofed by the storm. 
It 
was the hardest blow yet 
experienced 
in that s e c t i o n . — T h e tin roof of A d a m 
Spangler's three story brick house on 
the Mill Road was blown off by the 
wind. 


The Superintendent of 
Censu«; has 
prepared a report as to the expediency 
of establishing a permanent censtis bu- 
reau together with a draft of a bill pre- 
scribing 
its organization, duties, 
etc. 
This has been done in response lo a 
resolution adopted by the United Stales 
Senate in February last. 


The bill provides for a Superintend- 
ent of Census, chief clerk, disbursing 
officer, and five expert chiefs of divisions 
together with 
an office force, the ag- 
gregate cost of which 
Superintendent 
Porter estimates, will not exceed ^200,- 
000 annually. 
T h e entire 
permanent 
force of the office is to be under civil 
service rules. 
The date of the enumer- 
ation is changed to October i , as near- 
ly all statisticians^ seem to agree, the 
superintendent says, that an enumera- 
tion (rom October i to 15 would bring, 
more satisfactory results in cities a n d 
towns of over 8000 inhabitants. 


With a permanent census conductcd 
in ¿ccordanc^ with the proposed 
new 
bill, the total official count of the pop* 
ulation oi the country by States should 
be announced before the close of the 
year in which the census is taken. 
T h e 
bill provides for an increased 
number 
of supervisors and for supervisors' clerks 
and reduces the size ot 
enumeration 
districts. The superintendent says mat 
a change in the present system of pay- 
ing enumerators is deemed imperative.

American Pearls. 


Not all the pearls come from the 
Arabian seas or from the South Pacific 
islands. 
A considerable supply is do-, 
rived from a mussel found in a number 
of American rivers. 
When De Soto 
made his expedition westward from the' 
Florida coast ho found that the Indians 
possessed an abundance of pearls taken, 
out of tho rivers. 
The Tennessee is 
particularly prolific in these pearl mus- 
sels. 
They are also found in the rivers 
of Texas and other States. 
Sugar River, 
in Wisconsin, recently attracted much 
attention on account of its pearls. 
Al- 
though most of them are white, they 
are found in various colors, such as pur- 
ple, pink, golden yellow, bronze, green, 
gray, black and all tho intermediate 
shade3. 
Some combine two colors, as a 
deep metalic purple, over which plays a 
lovely pink-red light that seems almost 
to stand out from the surface of the 
pearl. 
Another will be of a rich gray 
tint, with green reflections. Still another 
is black with dark purple. 
In brilliancy 
of lustre and fairness of texture they can- 
not be excelled. 
In vtriety and richness 
of coloring they surpass the 
Oriental 
pearls. 
Quite a nHmber have been sent 
to Europe, where they havo found a 
ready market at good prices. 
Single 
specimens have sold at $3000 and more- 
AVhen a number of these pearls are ar- 
ranged together in a brooch with small 
diamonds to throw out their colors the 
eifect is superb. 
Something over $100,- 
000 worth were found on the banks of 
Sugar Iliver within tho limits of 
one 
small township last 
summer. —

Hay and straw pass out of the stomach 
more rapidly than oats. Oats should 
therefore be given after hay, instead of 
first; for if reversed the hay would 
cause the oats to be sent onward to the 
intestines before being acted on by the 
stomach, and a? a result produce indi- 
gestion. 
Experience 
confirms 
this. 


There is another reason why hay should 
be given first, particularly if the horse 
is very hungry or is exhausted from 
overwork. The hay requires more time 
for mastication, insuring proper admix- 
ture of saliva, and cannot be bolted as 
are the grains. 


Water must not be given soon after 


feeding as it washes or sluices the food 
from the stomach before it is fitted for 
intestinal digestion. 


Rapid or severe labor cannot be per- 


formed by the horse on a full stomach. 
For such horses iood must be given in 
small quantity and, if possible, about two 
hours Before going to their work. 


The disproportion between the size 


of the stomach and the amouat of water 
draak tells us plainly that the horse 
should always be watered before feeding.

Boil all together for fifteen 


miautes; flavor with vaailla; beat until 
•iool and spread before too hard. 


Beefsteak Pie — A paste made of one 


pint of flour and one-half pound of beel 
suet minced very fine is very nice for this 
pie. Liae the sides aad bottom ot a 
pudding dish and fill it with lean beef 
chopped very fiae by the 
butcher. 


Season with salt and pepper and plentj 
of batter rolled in fiour, and two slice; 
of fat salt pork cut into small bits. 
Cover with an upper crust, securing the 
edges well, aad bake in a moderate ovea. 


Peach Sandwiches — To make peach 


sandwiches, take very ripe delicious 
peaches, pare aad cut them up, sugai 
them well, and pour over them a little 
cream, just enough to soak iato them, 
then put them ia a large bowl or other 
deep dish, and let them staad for sev- 
eral hours, until they are soft and pulpy. 
Take light rolls, biscuit or short cake, 
split in'half, aad spread thickly with the 
peaches. These should be eafcen cold, 
and are delicious. 


Stewed Potatoes — Take about a quart 


of cold boiled potatoes not over daae, 
cut ia pieces; allow about oae pint of 
milk, a tablespconful of chopped parsley, 
one spoonful of fiour, three spoonfuls of 
butter, and half a teaspoonful of: salt» 
Put the potatoes ia a double kettle, poui 
in the milk, mix flour with the buttei 
smooth, thea stir into the potatoes and 
add the salt aad parsley — if there is nol 
eaough milk add a little more — covei 
closely aad cook tea minutes. 


Salad Dressing — Good jar of cold.

Water is the First ami Jjast Want 


ol' Ulco Growers—Grassi»« tlio 
Crop—The Nuisance of the Birds, 


**TeU you soraothing about ricc ia 
'Louisianti?" 
repented 
Andrewr 
C. 
Wilkinson, the owner of alari^e rice mill 
-iu Now Orleans, -where the rice j^rown 
on his plaattttions is cleanod, at the Gil- 
•aey House. 
**Iscc that the papers have 
¡utit found out that Englishmen are try- 
ing to buy up and form a trust of the 
rice mills iu the South, although 
the 
aj^ents have been down there lor some- 
thing over six months. 
Nobody is 
tjuicker than JohnBull to scent a bargain 
and when the South began iis march on 
.the road of its present marvelous growth 
he simply poured his money in a golden 
stream into our Southern States. 
Ho 
•bought our coal and iron mines, 
our 
timberlauds, the phospate beds and now 
he is trying to fprm n trust la the ricc 
•mills. 
While it will take several mil- 
lion dollars to in any way give them the 
.controll of the rice market, if they do 
succeed in getting it a mighty good pay- 
ing investment it will be. 


* »New Orleans is the chief rice mill- 
ing city in America. 
Fifty years ago 
-we did not have such a thing as a rice 
mill, bnt now we have sixteen, working 
220 rice pounders and employing more 
ihan 
twelve hundred men. 
Working 
these sixteen mills all the year and 
.helped by four other largo steam mills, 
we in New Orleans will bo hard pressed 
to handle all of last season's rice crop. 
Louisiana has always been known as the 
8ugar State, but we also want to add to 
it That of the Ricc State of the Union. 


''How IS it cultivated? Well, the first 
v-ncccssity of profitable rice culture is a 
.comparatively level piece of land, prop- 
srly prepared for the seed. 
This 
field 
must be located so as to bo conveniently 
irrigated from tho prairie reservoir or the 
jlume in the levee. 
Highland nee docs ! 
not pay in Louisiana, the only profitable 
ricc being that grown in water. 
Water ^ 
is the first and last want of 
sprouting, 
growing and ripeniuii rice. 
Before the 
grpund is ready for the seed it is divided 
-up by a system of little levees and water- 
ing ditches. 
It is then planted in drills 
dug by machines—or, rather, I should 
say that the machine is the proper way 
to do it,but the seed is trequently broad- 
casted with us in Louisiana. 


••»Then comes the most delicatc part, 
ia the water manipulation. 
After the 
seed is planted the soil is thoroughly 
saturated 
with water to sprout it, but 
the water is at once taken oii when the 
.seeds have evenly germinated, and kept 
•oil until the tender shoots of tho plant 
rise two or 
three inches 
above the 
ground. 
You can easily see that 
the 
young plants may be cither drowned out 
• or dried up by the least inattention in 
regulating the flow. On the other hand, 
with too much water, crawfish invade 
the fields and devour the delicate plants, 
-while with none at all, rice caterpillars 
.•cut them down and kill them. 
If you 
neglect the main flume you not only risk 
the total loss of your crop, but by per- 
mitting the water to get ahead of you 
there may come a break in the leveo and 
«away go your cattle and crops. 


''The most expensive part of rice 
<*rowing comes when it is about a foot 
high, after it has been liberally watered; 
I mean the grassing of the rice. 
You 
¿see, the laborers wade through the rice, 
pulling up and throwing into heaps all 
the weeds and water grasses they find. 
'This grassing costs on an average about 


an acre, and after that is over tho rice 
planter has but little to do except to 
give it plenty of water. 
One peculiar 
thing about irrigation ia that the heads 
'of the rice plants never fill out, no mat- 
ter how much water you give them arti- 
ficially, unless there are plentiful rams. 


''One feature of rice cultivation would 
bo great fun to city sportsmen, but it's a 
terrible nuisance to us. I mean tho birds. 
Talk about your ducks and geese hiding 
tho sun. 
Perfect clouds of rice birds, 
English sparrows, summer ducks, rail 
-and other fowl of the air and water, 
»come to see if they can't harvest our 
• crops for us. 
From daybreak to dark a 
perfect fusillade from the guns and old 
•muskets is heard ia hundreds of square 
-miles of country. 
Over in this field you 
hear the shrill shouts of Creole farmers 
ifihriekingin French patois; from the 
next probably the deep chested whoop of 
negro field hands, and in another the 
hoarse yells of the new American rice 
growers—those who have come trom the 
great Northern wheat fields. It is scream! 
—pop!— whoop!— bang!— 
boom!— 
boomllnthe noisiest battle from dawn 
to dark that you ever hear. 
Tho rice 
birds are our worst enemies, and while 
we kill miUions of them, left to manure 
the fields, other millions come into take 
their places. 
The ravages of tho rice 
birds some years are fearful, the crop 
'being almost a total loss. 


•'As soon as a pale yellow tint appears 
over the level beads . of the opening 
grain the water is carefully drawn oil, 
the fields beii.g drained as thoroughly as 
possible, and the work of harvesting is 
begun. 
The dried sheaves are carted 
direct from the 
field 
to tho steam 
threshep, where tho grain is prepared for 
market, 


"Tho profits in rice planting, with 
good luck, will in a few years make any 
man rich. The yields on good lands iu 
Louisiana give from fifty to seventy-five 
bushels to the acre. 
Rico is a plant 
•which is generous to the attentivo and 


industrious farmer; but it resents ncglcct 
more than rtny othRr cereal. 
A man can 
cultivate fifteen to twenty acres of rico 
land, and if strong and industrious ho 
can 
eaeih* pccure from 1000 to l oOO 
bushels of" rice, worth at pre=!cnt prices 
about a dollar a bushel. 
The work is 
not hard except during grassinii time, 
and, as good living is cheap with us, n 
small rice farmer can easily save one-half 
of his gross iucome. 


»»The cultivation of rice in Louisiana 
is still in its infancy. 
Many of the hun- 
dreds of immigrants are yearly turning 
their attention to ricc, and at the pres- 
ent rate of increased acreage Louisiana 
will be ablo to supply the entire country 
with this most valuable cercal.—New 
York Telegram,

TO KEEP A SlliO FKOSr ROTTING. 


How to keep a silo from rotting is 
what the Wisconsin prolessorshavo been 
studying. 
Tho best remedy seems to bo 
ventilation. 
It is well known that a 
plank must be kept cither constantly 
soaked with water or else free from 
water, to prevent it from rotting. 
It is 
tho act of wetting and drying that docs 
tho damage. 
As it is not practical to 
keep the planks of a silo always wet, tho 
next thing to do is to keep them dry by 
ventilation, such as dead air 
spaces, 
with a slight opening for a current of 
air to move in.—American Dairyman* 


PLANTING AN OKCnARD. 


In planting an orchard for profit the 
varieties should not bo many. 
It will 
commonly be found that the profit is 
mainly derived from one or two thor- 
oughly trustworthy kinds best adapted 
to the soil and climate, and whose well- 
known excellencies and 
good-keeping 
qualities always insure them a demand. 
There are a few varieties, and only a few, 
that seem to succeed fairly well uuder 
greatly varying conditions. 
In general, 
however, each one of widely separated 
sections seems to have its own favorite 
varieties of the apple. 
Consequently the 
orchardist who is upon the ground can 
best determine tho kinds he should plant, 
but there are a few points that may be 
considered as of general application. 


Hi^h elevation or the vicinity of large 
bodies of water are especially desirable 
locations on account of their greater im- 
munity from frosts, 
Apple trees should 
not be crowded. 
distance of forty 
feet between the trees will seem great 
when first planted, but when full grown, 
in most sections, not too much. 
Soil 
only moderately fertile is to be preferred 
to a rich loam, and that from which an 
old orchard has just been clcared oil 
should be avoided. 
Cultivation between 
the trees for a few years will be beneficial 
rather than hurtful, provided the original 
fertility is maintained 
by manuring. 
After an orchard begins to bear other 
crop-bearing on the same ground should 
cease. 
As between planting in the fall 
or spring, either one is likely to succeed 
if carefully done. 
In a mild climate 
fall planting is thought tho best. Spring 
planting should be as early as the ground 
will a d m i t . — Y o r k 
World,

BTniULATING FOWLS. 


We believe in stimulating fowls, but 
we want the stimulants to consist of such 
articles as will build up rather than tear 
down the constitution. 
We believe in 
rusty iron in the drinking water during 
damp weather or changing of seasons. 
We likewise believe lu a piece of assa- 
fœtida, about the size of a hazelnut, 
wrapped up in muslin (a regular sugar 
teat;, and placed in the drinking water 
when there are signs of colds in tho 
fowls. 
We believe in an occasional feed 
of chopped raw onions at night to main- 
tain health. 
We believe in a varied diet 
of good, sound grain and green food for 
Bgg production. Grit—good sharp g r i t - 
is the article that gives good health. 
Look at the number of cases of 
in- 
digestion, all owing to tho fact that the 
fowls have not the proper material to 
masticate the food. 
Indigestion is often 
taken for cholera. 
Lime makes egg- 
shells. 
Along with the material to 
manufacture the egg, lime must be given 
CO make the shells. 
A certain per cent, 
of lime is found in tho grains, but we 
liberally feed oyster shells to supply the 
balance. 


Keep the birds in a good condition— 
oeither too fat nor too lean—and there 
will be less sickness and more eggs, 
[lalf-starved hens can neither 
remain 
healthy nor lay eggs. 
It is false econo- 
my to cut down the rations. 
Less corn 
and more wheat is better policy. 
The 
Bcience of feeding is not in stinting tho 
fowls, but in getting them as much as 
they can eat of the proper feed. 
In 
other words, for eggs, stimulate the hens 
with such grains as wheat and oats—as 
much as they will eat up clean. 
For 
growing flesh give them all the corn 
chey wish. 
Stimulation in the right way 
is the proper thing to do.—Uomtsiead, 


FEEDING THE HOIISES, 


The following hints on horse-feeding 
ire condensed for tho New York Voice 
from an article by Veterinary Surgeon 
0, H. Michener, published in a special 
report of the United States Deparmcut of 
Agriculture 


In the horse digestion take? place 
principally in the intestines, and here, as 
in all other animals, and with all foods, 
we find a certain part only c f the prov- 
ender has been digested ; another portion 
is undigested. 
If the horse receives- too 
much food a large portion of digestible 
food passes out uuacted upon, entailing 
not only the loss of this unused food, 
but calling for au unnecessary expendi- 
ture of vital force on tho part of 
the 
horse, and keeping him poor in flesh. 


Foods selected for the horeo must be 
wholesome, clean and sweet; the hours 
ol feuding regular, and the mode of 
preparation found by experience to be 
best for the animal must be adhered to. 
Cleanliness in preparation and 
adminis- 
1 trauoa must be observed. 


Tho length of time occupiea by stom- 
ach digestion varies with different foodst 
Hay and straw pass out of tho stomach 
more rapidly than oats. 
Oats should 
therefore be given after hay, instead of 
first; 
for it reversed tho 
hay would 
cause tho oats to be sent onward to tho 
intestines before being acted on by tho 
stomach, and as a result produce 
indi- 
gestion. 
Expcnenco 
confirms 
this. 
There is another reason why hay should 
bo given first, particularly if tho horso 
is very hungry or i« exhausted from 
overwork. 
The hay requires more time 
for mastication, insuring proper admix- 
ture of saliva, and cannot bo bolted as 
are tho grains. 


Water must not be given soon after 
feeding as it washes or sluices tho food 
from tho stomach boforo it is fitted for 
intestinal digestion. 


Rapid or sovore labor cannot be per- 
formed by the horso on a full stomach. 
For such horaos food must bo given in 
small quantity and, if possible, about two 
hours before going to their work. 


Tho disproportion between the size 
of tho stomach and tho amount of water 
drank tells us plainly that tho horso 
should always be watered boforo feeding. 


Never feed too soon after a hard day's 
work, 
A small quantity of hay may bo 
given but grain should be withheld for 
an hour or two. 


i)o not feed concentrated food entire- 
ly. 
Bulky food must be given to detain 
tho grains in thoir passage through the 
intestinal tract; bulk 
also favors dis- 
tention and thus mechanically aids ab- 
sorption. 


For horses that do slow work for 
the greater part of the time, chopi>od or 
cut hay fed with crushed oats, ground 
corn, etc., is the best kind of feed,as it 
gives the required bulk, saves time and 
half the labor of feeding. 


Sudden changes of diet are always 
dangerous. 
Change the food gradually. 
A lull meal of corn fed to a horse ac- 
customed to oats, will almost always 
sicken him. 


If a horse is to do less work or to rest 
see that he receives less food. 
If 
this 
was observed even Saturday night and 
Sunday there would be fewer cases of 
''Monday morning sickness." 


Food should be more of a laxative 
nature when a horse is to staud for some 
days. 


Above all things avoid feeding musty 
or moldy iooder 
These aro frequent 
causey of lung troubles and other dis- 
eases. 
The digestive or;ian3 also suffer. 
Musty hay is generally considered to 
produce disorder of tho kidneys, and all 
know of the danger to pregnant animals 
from feeding from ergotized grasses or 
grains.

ITATIM AND GARDEN NOTES. 


Never feed raw cornmeal to every 
young chicks. 
Crumbled stale bread is 
always good for them. 


It is important to have thrifty, vigor- 
ous breeding birds if you expect thrifty, 
vigorous chickens. 
Now is the time to 
be making the selections. 


Tho cost of wintering poultry can 
nearly always be greatly reduced by piopei 
care now in securing and storing away 
a sufiicient supply of food to last until 
spring. 


With proper care inspecting out and 
keeping the best of the fowls each year 
for breeding, they can be gradually im- 
proved at a very low cost. Get a stand- 
ard breed at the start. 


Providing warm, dr7 quarters is one 
of the essentials necessary to induce the 
hens to lay eggs during the winter; eggs 
pay a better profit during the winter 
than at any other season. 


When the hens are kept separate from 
the roosters not only will they lay bet- 
ter, but the eggs will keep better. When 
eggs arc stored away those from hens 
where there are no roosters aro tho 
best. 


While in many localities it is best to 
close up the poultry house at night dur- 
ing the day the doors and 
windows 
should be opened every day that 
the 
weather will admit, so as to secure a good 
ventilation. 


Because you have no bone mill is no 
reason you should not get scraps from 
the butcher's bono box and give tho 
hens a chance to have some fre&h meat 
during the moulting season. You might 
crack the bones some with an old ax or 
hatchet and help the hens to a littlo of 
them too. 


A ditch here and a load of dirt there 
may prevent lots of mud and filth in tho 
stable yards during tho coming winter. 
You can not put iu an extra hour or two 
to better advantage than to see whatim- 
proyements you can make iu or about 
your stables. 
Devote a half day to this 
purpose alone and you will not regret it. 


<*What is worth doing at all is worth 
doing well." 
This proverb will nowhere 
apply better than to tho care of poultry. 
Without constant attention and thorough- 
ness, success is not expocted. Some kinds 
of business may bo occasionally slighted 
without serious harm, but in this occu- 
pation one mishap may blast tho hopes 
of a whole season, 


A Missouri farmer is said to have hung 
liis seed corn in liis smoko house 
and 
smoked it as long as be did his hams. It 
is alleged that every kernel grew and 
that it was not troubled by ground squir- 
rels, gophers, mice or blackbirds, whilo 
some corn, not smoked, that wa« planted 
beside it was entirely destroyed. 
As tho 
fcmoking would probably not injure the 
corn, ii might bo well to try the experi- 
meat on a small scale* 


AHOUT PUESEUVES AND JELLIES, 
Says Miss Paxtou in tho LadicA' Ilom« 
Journal: 
«•Jellies aud preserves should 
bo kept in a dark, cool and dry closct. 
[f you have no dark closet, wrap news- 
papers about tho preserve jars when they 
ivo put away. 
Handle the jars carefully 
when you have occisiou to movo thom. 
for it often happens that a mold form^ 
jn tho top ot tho fruit, which doos not 
do it any harm, but rather helps to pro- 
;ect it, if not mixed iu with it by caro- 
less handling. 
When you arc stiuted iu 
ilosot room you can placo strong sheots 
of pasteboard—parts of old boxes—on 
tho top of ono layer of tumblers of jelly 
or jars of fruit, and act another row on 
these. 
Before storing these jars in tho 
closet wipo them carefully with a wet 
jloth. 
lUnso this cloth frequently in 
hot water. 
It is a wiso plan, when put- 
ting up jellies, to cover each tumbler 
with a round piece of plain white paper, 
ind then tie on a thin layer of 
cottoa 
batting."

When the doctor came in, some time 
later, she was throwing off solid par- 
ticles of black mucus. "You have 
broken up malignant diphtheria by 
taking it in time/' he said, as he ex- 
amined the particles. The little maid 
slept quietly for the remainder of the 
night and awdke comparatively well 
next morning. 
And that was the last 


of the diphtheria symptoms in our 
family that winter. 


As precautionary measures we burn- 


ed sulphur each day in all the rooms, 
and looked most carefully after the 
drainage.

Coal (Discovered 
Near 
Abbottstown. 


Quite a sensation was created in the 
usually quiet neighborhood of Ab 
bottstown the other day by tho an- 
nouncement that coal of a good qual 
ity and in paying quantity was found 
on George Miller's farm, one mile 
south of that place. It had long been 
a mooted question whether there was 
coal on Mr. Miller's farm,but through 
the persistent efforts of Mr. H. A. 
Gentzel (a practical miner) of Belle- 
fwnte. Centre county, Pa„ it has been 
thoroughly dt-monstrated that a large 
b')dy of anthracite coal lies there,and 
only needs development to make Mr. 
Miller, Mr. Gentzler and the compa- 
ny formed to operate the mine, tho 
richest men in the community and 
give an impetus to business which 
that community has lung felt the 
want of. 


Years ago a shaft was sunk at this 
spot for iron ore, and abandoned on 
striking this black slate. 
Ever since, 
it was thought a coal bed might ex 
ist here, and Mr. Gentzel's attention 
was called to the matter,some months 
ago, while prospecting 
for copper 
near York Springs. 
He visited the 
Miller farm, and found outcroppings 
of seven veins of coal. 
Not until a 
month ago, did they begin work,how- 
ever. 
One shaft, twenty feet deep, 
was abandoned on account of the 
great flow of water. 
Another 
was 
sunk near by, and in this, at a depth 
of thirty feet, a vein three feet thick 
was found. 
The vein dips at an an- 
gle of 40 to 45 degrees and seems to 
get thicker as it goes downward, in- 
creasing in thickness several inches 
in the width ef the shaft, which is 
nearly seven feet in diameter. 


The mineral found, said to bo coal, 
has the appearance 
of 
bituminous 
coal, mixed as yet with considerable 
slate, but getting cleaner as it goes 
downward. 
It is said to burn freely, 
in fires composed of other fuel, but 
wo have not yet heard whether or not 
it will kindle and maintain a fire as 
other coal. It seems heavy and gives 
forth consider gas when burned on 
top of another fire. That a vein of 
true coal has been struck everybody 
will hope, and the gentlemen interest 
ed firmly believe.—Mr. Gentzel gives 
it as his opinion, as an expert, that 
the coal will prove to be of 
first-class 
quality. "The gentlemen 
concerned 
have leased many farms on the ridge 
in which the coal has been found, as 
they believe the deposit extends for 
some miles in each direction, east and 
west. 


We learn that in commemoration of 
his lucky find Mr. Gentzel on Friday 
gave a turkey roast to his numerous 
friends- 
The turkeys were roasted 
with coal from the mine. 
Quite a 
number of tho most prominent men 
and friends of tho enterprise partici- 
pated and a general good time was 
had. 
Work on the mine is to pro- 
ceed as rapidly as possible. The com- 
pany is composed of wide-awake and 
energetic men, giving assurance that 
they will leave nothing undone to 
make the enterpris a perfect success.
